Air Passengers 
Are Heavily 
Insured 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington June 16—1/Pj— What 


about air crash victims? Do the 
big commercial airlines insure their 
passengers against injury or death? 


Yes. They insure 
their passen- 
gers and their planes and 
carry 


insurance against damage done by 
planes to property or the public. 


How much insurance on passen- 
gers? 


Probably an average of $30,000 
per passenger. 


This doesn't mean 
an injured 
person, or his relatives if he's kill- 
ed, can colled that much or that 
little. 


In one case a settlement 
might 
be reached out of court with an in- 
surance company. 


In another a victim or his sur- 


vivors mgiht sue for far more than 
the insurance company was willing 
to settle for out of court. 


The 
information 
here 
comes 


from government officials and rep- 
resentatives of insurance compa- 
nies and airlines. 


At the office of one big airline, 
which 
has 
had 
two recent big 
crashes, this was told: 


The airline being insured, didn't 
have lo do anything. But the insur- 
ance company did. 


It went around lo the survivors 


of the crash viclims and paid Ihem 
without any court action, 
about 


$15,000 for each passenger killed. 


One insurance 
company 
repre* 
sentativc said his firm never sellles 
out of court but always lels a judge 
decide 
what 
damages 
if any, 
should be paid. 


This 
stalement 
was 
brushed 
aside 
by 
other 
officials. 
They 
pointed out: 


Always forcing survivors to sue 
isn't smart. Court suits cost money. 
If an insurance company could save 
money by settling out of court, 
it 
would. 


How much docs it cosl an air- 
line lo insure ils passengers? 


That varies. It would be some- 
thing like Ihis: 


Say an airline lakes oul S50.000 


insurance on each passenger at the 
rate of 
$0.0015 
per 
passenger 
mile. The plane carries 50 passen- 
gers 250 miles. Thai's 12.5UO pas- 
senger miles. 


So at a cost of $0.0015 a passen- 
ger mile, the cost of the insurance 
to the airline for that 250 mile frip 
with 50 passengers would be .$18.75.' 


For how much do the airlines 
insure their planes? That, too, va- 
ries. 


The insurance company mention 
cd above said an airline would pay 
per year in insurance about 3 to 4 
per cent, of the planes value-. 


So at 4 per cent on a new $500,- 


000 plane, an airline would have 
lo pay-an insurance company $20,- 
uti'i a year. 


Suppose n $5,000,000 plane-, carry- 
ing 50 passengers crashed airl was 
deslroyc-d killing all nassengcrs. 
Suppose, Ion, lhal Ihe insurance 
company was 
able ' lo settle with 


the survivors of the crash victims 
at $10,000 for each of the 50 passen- 
gers. 


That would be $500,000 paid out 


in passenger insurance, plus $500,- 
000 lor the destroyed plane. Total 
cost to the insurance company; $1,- 
000,000. 


There are various rates for the 


insurance taken out 
by airlines 
against damage caused by a plane 
to property or the public. For ex- 
ample: 


A plane crashed into ;i house or 


fell into a city street, killing pass- 
ersby. 


One of the top officials of the Air 
Transport Association of America, 
a central organization of big air 
lines, said this: 


At airports you can buy insur- 


ance- on yourself at the rate 
of 25 
cents for $5000, jp to $25,000.

wi. 


In 11)45 there were only 76 pas- 
sengers 
killed and 
only 355,000, 


00^ p.isseru'er miles flown. 


Twenty-two crew members died 
last year and 12 in 1945 in addition 
to the passengers. 


Civil Liberty 
Group Urges 
Labor Veto 


New York June 16 — (UP) — 


The 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 


Union urged President Truman to- 
day to veto the Tail-Hartley labor 
bill because six provisions 
were 
"a direct violation of labor's civil 
rights." 


A letter sent to the president by 


the organization's board of direc- 
tors named the following provisions 
as objectionable: 


"1. Title II authorizes the 
issu- 
ance 
of court injunctions 
upon 
motion of the attorney general to 
restrain strikes affecting national 
health and safety. We believe that 
such legislation is not only unneces- 
sary, but fraught with peril to the 
maintenance of civil liberties 
in 
labor disputes which do not actual- 
ly strike at national health and 
safety. 


"Any special statute designed to 


deal with such situations opens the 
possibility of its being invoked: (a) 
oet'ore 
a 
national 
emergency 
exists: (b) in cases where such an 
emergency might -never 
develop 


and (c) in cases where its invo-'p- 
tio nis designed to protect tho in- 
terest of one of the disputants :?irst 
and nublic interest 
second. 
The 


possibility of misuse of this 
pro- 
cedure is thus apparent. 
. "2. If 
section 303 prohibiting 
junsdictional strikes is intended to 
provide that the 
National 
Labor 
Relations Board must deny certi- 
fication, we believe it to be 
im- 


proper. Such a rigid requirement 
in law may be used by unscrupu- 
lous employers to 
foment 
union 
trojble, an may tie the hands of 
the board in cases where the facts 
may be disputable. At most 
the 


power should bo discretionary. 
"3. The same 
section 
dealing 


with boycotts is also highly objec- 
tionable. No effort has been made 
to distinguish between 
different 
kinds of boycotts. 
No 
effort 
is 


made to limit boycotts to 
those 
mentioned in your message to Con- 
gress last January. Properly sub- 
ject to legislation would be boy- 
cotts aimed 
at 
annulling labor 
board certifications or 
otherwise 


itcrfering with workers' bargain- 
ing agents, but not boycotts aimed 
at non-union goods. 


"4. 
We 
oppose 
the 
proposed 
method of voting on a union shop 
as provided in section 8 (a I (3- 
(11). This requires the approval of 
a majority of those having 
the 


right to vole. By this method a mi- 
nority may determine policy for a 
majority because an employe 
by 
staying away or refusing to vote 
will in effect be counted has having 
voted in opposition.

Steel Blamed 
for Possible 
Fuel Shortage

Washington, June 18 — (JP)— The 


Interior Department said today the 
"steel question" is at the bottom 
of a prospective August shortage 
of automobile gasoline and a se- 
vere winter deficiency of fuel oil 
and gas. 


Max W. Ball, director of the oil 
and gas division, 
told 
reporters 
steel manufacturers probably will 
be asked lo take part in Ihe next 
government conference on the pe- 
troleum problem. 


As a result of

meeting yesterday, Ball said, it is 
evident that a lack of steel for tank 
cars and pipelines is the cause of 
the poor petroleum outlook. 


"We urgently need high-pressure 


tank cars for moving liquified pe- 
irolcum gas to market," he 
said. 
"We have had no new general pur- 
pose tank cars since 1942, and we 
have retired 6,000 of such 
cars 
since the end of the war. 
"We need more pipelines. In Illi- 


nois, Indiana, Michigan, Oklohama 
and Kansas refining capacity total- 
ing 130,000 barrels a day is

down for lack of the crude oil that 
would be available if we had the 
transportation."

Air Passengers 
Are Heavily 
Insured 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington June 16—1/Pj— What 


about air crash victims? Do the 
big commercial airlines insure their 
passengers against injury or death? 


Yes. They insure 
their passen- 
gers and their planes and 
carry 


insurance against damage done by 
planes to property or the public. 


How much insurance on passen- 
gers? 


Probably an average of $30,000 
per passenger. 


This doesn't mean 
an injured 
person, or his relatives if he's kill- 
ed, can colled that much or that 
little. 


In one case a settlement 
might 
be reached out of court with an in- 
surance company. 


In another a victim or his sur- 


vivors mgiht sue for far more than 
the insurance company was willing 
to settle for out of court. 


The 
information 
here 
comes 


from government officials and rep- 
resentatives of insurance compa- 
nies and airlines. 


At the office of one big airline, 
which 
has 
had 
two recent big 
crashes, this was told: 


The airline being insured, didn't 
have lo do anything. But the insur- 
ance company did. 


It went around lo the survivors 


of the crash viclims and paid Ihem 
without any court action, 
about 


$15,000 for each passenger killed. 


One insurance 
company 
repre* 
sentativc said his firm never sellles 
out of court but always lels a judge 
decide 
what 
damages 
if any, 
should be paid. 


This 
stalement 
was 
brushed 
aside 
by 
other 
officials. 
They 
pointed out: 


Always forcing survivors to sue 
isn't smart. Court suits cost money. 
If an insurance company could save 
money by settling out of court, 
it 
would. 


How much docs it cosl an air- 
line lo insure ils passengers? 


That varies. It would be some- 
thing like Ihis: 


Say an airline lakes oul S50.000 


insurance on each passenger at the 
rate of 
$0.0015 
per 
passenger 
mile. The plane carries 50 passen- 
gers 250 miles. Thai's 12.5UO pas- 
senger miles. 


So at a cost of $0.0015 a passen- 
ger mile, the cost of the insurance 
to the airline for that 250 mile frip 
with 50 passengers would be .$18.75.' 


For how much do the airlines 
insure their planes? That, too, va- 
ries. 


The insurance company mention 
cd above said an airline would pay 
per year in insurance about 3 to 4 
per cent, of the planes value-. 


So at 4 per cent on a new $500,- 


000 plane, an airline would have 
lo pay-an insurance company $20,- 
uti'i a year. 


Suppose n $5,000,000 plane-, carry- 
ing 50 passengers crashed airl was 
deslroyc-d killing all nassengcrs. 
Suppose, Ion, lhal Ihe insurance 
company was 
able ' lo settle with 


the survivors of the crash victims 
at $10,000 for each of the 50 passen- 
gers. 


That would be $500,000 paid out 


in passenger insurance, plus $500,- 
000 lor the destroyed plane. Total 
cost to the insurance company; $1,- 
000,000. 


There are various rates for the 


insurance taken out 
by airlines 
against damage caused by a plane 
to property or the public. For ex- 
ample: 


A plane crashed into ;i house or 


fell into a city street, killing pass- 
ersby. 


One of the top officials of the Air 
Transport Association of America, 
a central organization of big air 
lines, said this: 


At airports you can buy insur- 


ance- on yourself at the rate 
of 25 
cents for $5000, jp to $25,000.

Civil Liberty 
Group Urges 
Labor Veto 


New York June 16 — (UP) — 


The 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 


Union urged President Truman to- 
day to veto the Tail-Hartley labor 
bill because six provisions 
were 
"a direct violation of labor's civil 
rights." 


A letter sent to the president by 


the organization's board of direc- 
tors named the following provisions 
as objectionable: 


"1. Title II authorizes the 
issu- 
ance 
of court injunctions 
upon 
motion of the attorney general to 
restrain strikes affecting national 
health and safety. We believe that 
such legislation is not only unneces- 
sary, but fraught with peril to the 
maintenance of civil liberties 
in 
labor disputes which do not actual- 
ly strike at national health and 
safety. 


"Any special statute designed to 


deal with such situations opens the 
possibility of its being invoked: (a) 
oet'ore 
a 
national 
emergency 
exists: (b) in cases where such an 
emergency might -never 
develop 


and (c) in cases where its invo-'p- 
tio nis designed to protect tho in- 
terest of one of the disputants :?irst 
and nublic interest 
second. 
The 


possibility of misuse of this 
pro- 
cedure is thus apparent. 
. "2. If 
section 303 prohibiting 
junsdictional strikes is intended to 
provide that the 
National 
Labor 
Relations Board must deny certi- 
fication, we believe it to be 
im- 


proper. Such a rigid requirement 
in law may be used by unscrupu- 
lous employers to 
foment 
union 
trojble, an may tie the hands of 
the board in cases where the facts 
may be disputable. At most 
the 


power should bo discretionary. 
"3. The same 
section 
dealing 


with boycotts is also highly objec- 
tionable. No effort has been made 
to distinguish between 
different 
kinds of boycotts. 
No 
effort 
is 


made to limit boycotts to 
those 
mentioned in your message to Con- 
gress last January. Properly sub- 
ject to legislation would be boy- 
cotts aimed 
at 
annulling labor 
board certifications or 
otherwise 


itcrfering with workers' bargain- 
ing agents, but not boycotts aimed 
at non-union goods. 


"4. 
We 
oppose 
the 
proposed 
method of voting on a union shop 
as provided in section 8 (a I (3- 
(11). This requires the approval of 
a majority of those having 
the 


right to vole. By this method a mi- 
nority may determine policy for a 
majority because an employe 
by 
staying away or refusing to vote 
will in effect be counted has having 
voted in opposition.

Steel Blamed 
for Possible 
Fuel Shortage

Washington, June 18 — (JP)— The 


Interior Department said today the 
"steel question" is at the bottom 
of a prospective August shortage 
of automobile gasoline and a se- 
vere winter deficiency of fuel oil 
and gas. 


Max W. Ball, director of the oil 
and gas division, 
told 
reporters 
steel manufacturers probably will 
be asked lo take part in Ihe next 
government conference on the pe- 
troleum problem.

evident that a lack of steel for tank 
cars and pipelines is the cause of 
the poor petroleum outlook. 


"We urgently need high-pressure 


tank cars for moving liquified pe- 
irolcum gas to market," he 
said. 
"We have had no new general pur- 
pose tank cars since 1942, and we 
have retired 6,000 of such 
cars 
since the end of the war. 
"We need more pipelines. In Illi- 


nois, Indiana, Michigan, Oklohama

would be available if we had the 
transportation."

Air Passengers 
Are Heavily 
Insured 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington June 16—1/Pj— What 


about air crash victims? Do the 
big commercial airlines insure their 
passengers against injury or death? 


Yes. They insure 
their passen- 
gers and their planes and 
carry 


insurance against damage done by 
planes to property or the public. 


How much insurance on passen- 
gers? 


Probably an average of $30,000 
per passenger. 


This doesn't mean 
an injured 
person, or his relatives if he's kill- 
ed, can colled that much or that 
little. 


In one case a settlement 
might 
be reached out of court with an in- 
surance company. 


In another a victim or his sur- 


vivors mgiht sue for far more than 
the insurance company was willing 
to settle for out of court. 


The 
information 
here 
comes 


from government officials and rep- 
resentatives of insurance compa- 
nies and airlines. 


At the office of one big airline, 
which 
has 
had 
two recent big 
crashes, this was told: 


The airline being insured, didn't 
have lo do anything. But the insur- 
ance company did. 


It went around lo the survivors 


of the crash viclims and paid Ihem 
without any court action, 
about 


$15,000 for each passenger killed. 


One insurance 
company 
repre* 
sentativc said his firm never sellles 
out of court but always lels a judge 
decide 
what 
damages 
if any, 
should be paid. 


This 
stalement 
was 
brushed 
aside 
by 
other 
officials. 
They 
pointed out: 


Always forcing survivors to sue 
isn't smart. Court suits cost money. 
If an insurance company could save 
money by settling out of court, 
it 
would. 


How much docs it cosl an air- 
line lo insure ils passengers? 


That varies. It would be some- 
thing like Ihis: 


Say an airline lakes oul S50.000 


insurance on each passenger at the 
rate of 
$0.0015 
per 
passenger 
mile. The plane carries 50 passen- 
gers 250 miles. Thai's 12.5UO pas- 
senger miles. 


So at a cost of $0.0015 a passen- 
ger mile, the cost of the insurance 
to the airline for that 250 mile frip 
with 50 passengers would be .$18.75.' 


For how much do the airlines 
insure their planes? That, too, va- 
ries. 


The insurance company mention 
cd above said an airline would pay 
per year in insurance about 3 to 4 
per cent, of the planes value-. 


So at 4 per cent on a new $500,- 


000 plane, an airline would have 
lo pay-an insurance company $20,- 
uti'i a year. 


Suppose n $5,000,000 plane-, carry- 
ing 50 passengers crashed airl was 
deslroyc-d killing all nassengcrs. 
Suppose, Ion, lhal Ihe insurance 
company was 
able ' lo settle with 


the survivors of the crash victims 
at $10,000 for each of the 50 passen- 
gers. 


That would be $500,000 paid out 


in passenger insurance, plus $500,- 
000 lor the destroyed plane. Total 
cost to the insurance company; $1,- 
000,000. 


There are various rates for the 


insurance taken out 
by airlines 
against damage caused by a plane 
to property or the public. For ex- 
ample: 


A plane crashed into ;i house or 


fell into a city street, killing pass- 
ersby. 


One of the top officials of the Air 
Transport Association of America, 
a central organization of big air 
lines, said this: 


At airports you can buy insur- 


ance- on yourself at the rate 
of 25 
cents for $5000, jp to $25,000.

Civil Liberty 
Group Urges 
Labor Veto 


New York June 16 — (UP) — 


The 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 


Union urged President Truman to- 
day to veto the Tail-Hartley labor 
bill because six provisions 
were 
"a direct violation of labor's civil 
rights." 


A letter sent to the president by 


the organization's board of direc- 
tors named the following provisions 
as objectionable: 


"1. Title II authorizes the 
issu- 
ance 
of court injunctions 
upon 
motion of the attorney general to 
restrain strikes affecting national 
health and safety. We believe that 
such legislation is not only unneces- 
sary, but fraught with peril to the 
maintenance of civil liberties 
in 
labor disputes which do not actual- 
ly strike at national health and 
safety. 


"Any special statute designed to 


deal with such situations opens the 
possibility of its being invoked: (a) 
oet'ore 
a 
national 
emergency 
exists: (b) in cases where such an 
emergency might -never 
develop 


and (c) in cases where its invo-'p- 
tio nis designed to protect tho in- 
terest of one of the disputants :?irst 
and nublic interest 
second. 
The 


possibility of misuse of this 
pro- 
cedure is thus apparent. 
. "2. If 
section 303 prohibiting 
junsdictional strikes is intended to 
provide that the 
National 
Labor 
Relations Board must deny certi- 
fication, we believe it to be 
im- 


proper. Such a rigid requirement 
in law may be used by unscrupu- 
lous employers to 
foment 
union 
trojble, an may tie the hands of 
the board in cases where the facts 
may be disputable. At most 
the 


power should bo discretionary. 
"3. The same 
section 
dealing 


with boycotts is also highly objec- 
tionable. No effort has been made 
to distinguish between

Steel Blamed 
for Possible 
Fuel Shortage 


By VERN HAUGLAND 


Washington, June 18 — (JP)— The 


Interior Department said today the 
"steel question" is at the bottom 
of a prospective August shortage 
of automobile gasoline and a se- 
vere winter deficiency of fuel oil 
and gas. 


Max W. Ball, director of the oil 
and gas division, 
told 
reporters 
steel manufacturers probably will 
be asked lo take part in the next 
government conference on the pe- 
troleum problem. 


As a result of 
a 
preliminary 
meeting yesterday, Ball said, it is 
evident that a lack of steel for tank 
cars and pipelines is the cause of 
the poor petroleum outlook. 


"We urgently need high-pressure 


tank cars for moving liquified pe- 
irolcum gas to market," he 
said. 
"We have had no new general pur- 
pose tank cars since 1942, and we 
have retired 6,000 of such 
cars 
since the end of the war. 
"We need more pipelines. In Illi- 


nois, Indiana, Michigan, Oklohama 
and Kansas refining capacity total- 
ing 130,000 barrels a day is 
shut 


down for lack of the crude oil that 
would be available if we had the 
transportation."

Air Passengers 
Are Heavily 
Insured 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington June 16—1/Pj— What 


about air crash victims? Do the 
big commercial airlines insure their 
passengers against injury or death? 


Yes. They insure 
their passen- 
gers and their planes and 
carry 


insurance against damage done by 
planes to property or the public. 


How much insurance on passen- 
gers? 


Probably an average of $30,000 
per passenger. 


This doesn't mean 
an injured 
person, or his relatives if he's kill- 
ed, can colled that much or that 
little. 


In one case a settlement 
might 
be reached out of court with an in- 
surance company. 


In another a victim or his sur- 


vivors mgiht sue for far more than 
the insurance company was willing 
to settle for out of court. 


The 
information 
here 
comes 


from government officials and rep- 
resentatives of insurance compa- 
nies and airlines. 


At the office of one big airline, 
which 
has 
had 
two recent big 
crashes, this was told: 


The airline being insured, didn't 
have lo do anything. But the insur- 
ance company did. 


It went around lo the survivors 


of the crash viclims and paid Ihem 
without any court action, 
about 


$15,000 for each passenger killed. 


One insurance 
company 
repre* 
sentativc said his firm never sellles 
out of court but always lels a judge 
decide 
what 
damages 
if any, 
should be paid. 


This 
stalement 
was 
brushed 
aside 
by 
other 
officials. 
They 
pointed out: 


Always forcing survivors to sue 
isn't smart. Court suits cost money. 
If an insurance company could save 
money by settling out of court, 
it 
would. 


How much docs it cosl an air- 
line lo insure ils passengers? 


That varies. It would be some- 
thing like Ihis: 


Say an airline lakes oul S50.000 


insurance on each passenger at the 
rate of 
$0.0015 
per 
passenger 
mile. The plane carries 50 passen- 
gers 250 miles. Thai's 12.5UO pas- 
senger miles. 


So at a cost of $0.0015 a passen- 
ger mile, the cost of the insurance 
to the airline for that 250 mile frip 
with 50 passengers would be .$18.75.' 


For how much do the airlines 
insure their planes? That, too, va- 
ries. 


The insurance company mention 
cd above said an airline would pay 
per year in insurance about 3 to 4 
per cent, of the planes value-. 


So at 4 per cent on a new $500,- 


000 plane, an airline would have 
lo pay-an insurance company $20,- 
uti'i a year. 


Suppose n $5,000,000 plane-, carry- 
ing 50 passengers crashed airl was 
deslroyc-d killing all nassengcrs. 
Suppose, Ion, lhal Ihe insurance 
company was 
able ' lo settle with 


the survivors of the crash victims 
at $10,000 for each of the 50 passen- 
gers. 


That would be $500,000 paid out 


in passenger insurance, plus $500,- 
000 lor the destroyed plane. Total 
cost to the insurance company; $1,- 
000,000. 


There are various rates for the 


insurance taken out 
by airlines 
against damage caused by a plane 
to property or the public. For ex- 
ample: 


A plane crashed into ;i house or 


fell into a city street, killing pass- 
ersby. 


One of the top officials of the Air 
Transport Association of America, 
a central organization of big air 
lines, said this: 


At airports you can buy insur- 


ance- on yourself at the rate 
of 25 
cents for $5000, jp to $25,000.

Civil Liberty 
Group Urges 
Labor Veto 


New York June 16 — (UP) — 


The 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 


Union urged President Truman to- 
day to veto the Tail-Hartley labor 
bill because six provisions 
were 
"a direct violation of labor's civil 
rights." 


A letter sent to the president by 


the organization's board of direc- 
tors named the following provisions 
as objectionable: 


"1. Title II authorizes the 
issu- 
ance 
of court injunctions 
upon 
motion of the attorney general to 
restrain strikes affecting national 
health and safety. We believe that 
such legislation is not only unneces- 
sary, but fraught with peril to the 
maintenance of civil liberties 
in 
labor disputes which do not actual- 
ly strike at national health and 
safety. 


"Any special statute designed to 


deal with such situations opens the 
possibility of its being invoked: (a) 
oet'ore 
a 
national 
emergency 
exists: (b) in cases where such an 
emergency might -never 
develop 


and (c) in cases where its invo-'p- 
tio nis designed to protect tho in- 
terest of one of the disputants :?irst 
and nublic interest 
second. 
The 


possibility of misuse of this 
pro- 
cedure is thus apparent. 
. "2. If 
section 303 prohibiting 
junsdictional strikes is intended to 
provide that the 
National 
Labor 
Relations Board must deny certi- 
fication, we believe it to be 
im- 


proper. Such a rigid requirement 
in law may be used by unscrupu- 
lous employers to 
foment 
union 
trojble, an may tie the hands of 
the board in cases where the facts 
may be disputable. At most 
the 


power should bo discretionary. 
"3. The same 
section 
dealing 


with boycotts is also highly objec- 
tionable. No effort has been made 
to distinguish between

kinds of boycotts.

Steel Blamed 
for Possible 
Fuel Shortage

Washington, June 18 — (JP)— The 


Interior Department said today the 
"steel question" is at the bottom 
of a prospective August shortage 
of automobile gasoline and a se- 
vere winter deficiency of fuel oil 
and gas. 


Max W. Ball, director of the oil 
and gas division, 
told 
reporters 
steel manufacturers probably will 
be asked lo take part in Ihe next 
government conference on the pe- 
troleum problem. 


As a result of

evident that a lack of steel for tank 
cars and pipelines is the cause of 
the poor petroleum outlook. 


"We urgently need high-pressure 


tank cars for moving liquified pe- 
irolcum gas to market," he 
said. 
"We have had no new general pur- 
pose tank cars since 1942, and we 
have retired 6,000 of such 
cars 
since the end of the war. 
"We need more pipelines. In Illi- 


nois, Indiana, Michigan, Oklohama 
and Kansas refining capacity total- 
ing 130,000 barrels a day is

today that demand for milled rice 
was seasonally slow

stocks in dislribulion channels.

kets, the department said seeding 
and replaling of this year's crop is

completed,

growth. 


With weather conditions favor- 


able, early rice has made excel- 
lent progress. An unusually early 
harvest is indicated both in the 
southern bell and in California. 


Southern mills

83,000 barrels of rough rice in May 
and milled 249,000, bringing mill 
ings since the first of August, last 
year, to 12,939,800 barrels.

Rice Demand 
Seasonally 
Slow

Agriculture Department 
reported 


today that demand for milled rice 
was seasonally slow 
during 
the 


past week, reflecting low level of 
stocks in dislribulion channels. 


In its weekly review of rice mar- 


kets, the department said seeding 
and replaling of this year's crop is 
practically 
completed, 
with 
the 


crop 
generally 
making 
rapid 


growth. 


With weather conditions favor- 


able, early rice has made excel- 
lent progress. An unusually early 
harvest is indicated both in the 
southern bell and in California. 


Southern mills 
received 
about 


83,000 barrels of rough rice in May 
and milled 249,000, bringing mill 
ings since the first of August, last 
year, to 12,939,800 barrels. Millings 
in the corresponding 
period 
last 


season totaled 12,221,218 barrels. 


Stocks of rough rice at mills on 


Junl amounted to only about 243, 
000 barrels compared with nearly
